"Hacienda Treasury through the custom house. 
Mode .of collecting the above tax. 
The warehouse keeper or owner is responsible to the 
government as he is strictly prohibited from allowing 
any of the sugar or molasses to be taken from his stere- 
room without first seeing’ the receipt from the national 
rovernnent. The money or impost is collected at the 
time of weighing. 
A custom house officer (tive waiter) has to be present at 
weighing with his weighers. The government had formerly 
the idea of . gen@ing this orficer to the estate,net aloe 
te weigh the sugar there but also to find out and ins- 
peet exactly the amount of sugars and molasses made. 

This scheme was however opposed by the majority of owners 
of the plantations together with the planters,hence the 
above mode was proposed by them and accepted by the 
spanish covernment. In addition to the 10 cents and § 


cents respectively on the sugar and molasses ,on the 


invoice that is presented to the Hacionda,a stamp of

19 cents is affixed regardless of the quantity of sugars. 
Weichts or bags or gallons of molasses. 

The trouble now existing (aside from the treaty with 
the U.S.) is between the cane growers,and the sugar pre- 
ducer ———. , who are termed reepectively “the agri- 
cultor and the industrial", *agricultor*is the one who 
plants the canes,"industrial“is the one who manufactures 
the sugar. 

The colenial {colony) says the estate where the 
gugar is manufactured should and must pay the tax. 

The estate that has the machinery says the *eolonias* 
(eolonies) must and should pay the tax. 

Four years ago these amounts were paid to the govern- 
ment as an export duty which was called “derecho de car= | 
ga" "Cargo duty" formerly under this system the smaller 
"Haciendas" estates were paying as much of the tax in 
proportion as the large “Hacienda” for iin 

An Hacienda producing 1Q090bage pays $300,of this 
"dereche de carga” and the Hacienda producing 50.000 
bags pays but $700. 

The planter pays a very small tax on his plantation : 
to grow cane or on his colony (eélonia) which wee cheaper 
then to-day. 

There was also charged a tax on engines,boilere and

so to-day there is more of e uniferm system than before.

On this day,before me,the undersigned,Consul General 
of the United States at Havana,personally appeared Miss 
Mattie A.Myers,known professionally as Bertha Gorgen, who 
being by me duly sworn declared as follows: that she is 
a native and resident of the city of Philadelphia, Pa,1513 
Park Avenue; that she is 22 years of age,un-married ,and 
by occupation a professional base ball player ; tnat in 
or about the 2oth of February last,she made a verbal cen- 
tract with Mr.Bdward Laborde,of Havana, to come to Hava- 
na,Cuba,with other young femaie ball players,to play a 
Beries of exhibition base ball games in the Island of 
Cuba,during six weeks; that in purguance of said ¢eon- 
tract,she sailed with the others hereinafter named, from 
the city of New York,on board Steamer "YUCATAN", on the 
25th ef February last,with Mr.Edward Laborde,as the man- 
ager of said troupe of ball players,and arrived at Havana 
on Wednesday,the ist March ; that according to the spas 
ditions of their contract,she and the others,were engaged 


to play an exhibition game at the ball grounds,known as 


the Almendares.

That together with the rest of her companions, they 


dressed in their base ball — at the Hotel where 


they were stopping, and in carriages proceeded to the said

Here there was gathered a crowd of spectators in the 
Grand Stand,side seats,and on the grounds of over 5000 
persons. After the usual preliminaries the geme conmmenc- 
ed by their having first inninge at the bat and making 
ene run before the side was struck out; when they were 
struck out,the nine against whom they played,being young 
Cubans ef loeal clubs,went to the bat,and the game pro-

We, the undersigned, Merchants,doing business in this 
city,owing to the demands of the Collector of this Cus- 
tom Hovse,who exacts from us fhe payment of duties, (as 
per schedule C,No.59 of the Treaty with your Nation, ) 
on Fruits Conserved and Preserved, which Eruits,in accord- 
ance with the Treaties between the United States of Amer- 
ica and Spain,are in Schedule A,No.9 of the Transitory 
Treaty,and in Schedule A.No.35 of the Definite Treaty, - 
(by which stipulation said fruits are free of duties, ) 
to you recur,in order to explain the reasons that,in our 
judgement,there are to consider unjust the demands afore- 
said,and to request you to forward this,our present 
plaint to the Hon: Secretary of State of your Nation,so 
that he,studying the points herein raised,may determine, 
and exact as may be proper,the fulfilment of the stipula- - 
tions of the said Treaty or Treaties,by the warranty of 
which, it does appear,we have placed in jeopardy our es- 
tates. 


The Transitory and the Definite Treaties were offi- 


2 
ci&lly published here on the 29th of August of 1891,and 
to the same w&s attached a Repertory, in all of which, 
Fruits appeared in Schedule A, in consonance with the 


English text of the Treaties. 


In view of such date furnished by both the Spanish 


and the United States’ Governments,if is not at all sur- 
prising that Merchants should have felt empowered and 
warranted in purchasing and contmacting with producers 

in the United States for Fruits Conserved or Preserved, 

to be imported here,which fruits before the making of the 
said Treaties,could only be imported here in limited quan- 
tities,owing to the heavy duties to which they were sub- 
ject. 

Notwithstanding the clear language of the Treaty 
and of the Repertory,as soon as the importatien of said 
fruit commenced,after the Treaty,this Custom House threat~ 
ened us with the levying of duties on said conserved or 
preserved Fruits. 

Owing to our various efforts,the Collector consulted 
the highest authority of this Island,and said authority, 
(using the power conferred on him by the Colonial Minis- 
ter in Madrid,to decide here what doubts might arise in 
the application of the stipulations of the treaty,and by 
which power he was enjoined,when doubts might occur as 
between the Repertory and the Treaty,for that was THE LAW,) 
decided and ordered,that: "Fruits,fresh,dried and pre- 
served, ) except raisins,) * being respectively in Sched- 
ules A. No.9,and No. 55 of the Transitory and Definite 
Treaties,were FREE of duties. If we had any doubts be- 


fore,said order dispelled them,and some of us increased 


3 
our contracts with the factories in the United States. 


There was no further difficulty with the importation 


of Conserved ir Preserved Fruits,till the publication of 


the Repertory of the Treaty on the 25th of February ‘a 
in the official Gazette of this city, in which publica- 
tion the said fruits made their appearance in Schedule OC. 
Ho.59 “a Since then,this Custom House again demands the 
payment of duties on the afore-mentioned Fruits, not on- 
ly on importations from that date,(February 25th,) but 
also on ALL Conserved or Preserved Fruits that may have 
been imported since the first treaty went into effect, 
September lst,1891. How arbitrary and unjust such a mea- 
sure is,we leave to others to pass upon,besides that not 
the least consideration is taken of that liberal policy 
of which we read about in the State documents, preambles 
to the Treaty. 

One has to bear in mind that ALL the Spanish publi- 
cations of the Treaties,prior to the 25th of February 
last, and ALL the AMERICAN issves of the Treaties,place: 
"Fruits,fresh,dried and preserved,(except raisins’) “on 
the FREE LIST, Schedtle A.- 

We cannot but consider that the Treaty is the LAW 
in such matters,and that the repertory is merely an ad- 
junet to facilitate its working,and we hope to see jus- 
tice fairly meted,and the stipulations of the said Treaty 
fairly observed, 

The framers of the Treaty foreseeing the difficul- 
ties which might be originated,clearly expressed,as per 
documents publisnhed,that the Spanish officials were to 


be liberal in the carrying out of the provisions of the

Treaty; and also do said documents specify that the no- 


menclature is that of Commerce and of these Tariffs. 

To what "Preserves*® may the Treaties refer ? Was it 
to some unknown or unborn manufacture of the United 
States ¢ What are those "PRESERVES" but our GONSERVAS, 
such as put up by almost all peoples in tins, glass,é&c, 
usually imported here ? We believe that “preserves” 
were inserted in the Treaty by its American framers, to 
protect their industries already extant,--- the very 
manufactories from whence we purchase.

Goverrment of Spain,gto have been wrongfully imposed, 


have no. been r efunded to the owners of the reavectiite 
Yessels nor to their a gontss but atte auit retained by the 
gustens officials who sdhlecsal theme 

The despatches furnish the names of the vesseis and 
the amounts of the fines and dues wronsfully ooltes tod, 
with sufficient particularity to serve the purpose of 
this conmmiunicationy 

It appears further that the Cuben Central Customs 
Office has manifested a disposition to question the 


richt of the Consul General of the United states at 


Havana to make remonstrance directly to the Cuban autho=

In view of the present negotiation for the improve- 
ment of the commercial relations between the United Statws 
and Spain,and of the appropriateness of the occasion, I 
now beg most earnestly and respectfully to commend to the 
attention of the Department the propriety on the part of 
the Government of Spain to adjust certain paragraphs of 
custom house regulations of the Island of Cuba to corres- 
ponding parts of the custom house regulations of the Uni- 
ted States,in order that american vessels may attain, by 
right,a treatment in the ports of this Island equal to 
that whicn has been and is granted,under similar circum- 
stances,in the United States to spanish vessels, but 
which equality of treatment,as the correspondence of the 
Department of State and this Consulate General will show, 


has been persistently denied to american vessels,despite 


the modus vivendi existing between Spain and the United 


States.

In illustration of this subject, I herewith cite a 


few varied cases,each typical of many others,to show by 
contrast the difference of treatment accorded to the ves- 
sels of each nation under the operation of the custom 
house regulations of the other, 


As will be seen in the end, in every bona fide in- 


stance,these regulations have been interpreted in the 
United States to the benifit of spanish vessels,while in 
Cuba, they have been interpreted to the detriment of amer- 


ican vessels. 


As the first example in the order of illustration, 
I now cite the case of the american steamship "CIENFUEGOS , 
which occurred in the port of Havana in November,1887, 
and was the subject of my dispatch number 721l,and series, 
of the 10th of the same momth. This case grew out of the 
clandestine placing of eight boxes of opium on board 
while the vessel,was loading at the wharf in New York. 
Upon information redeived,the collector of this port or- 
dered a search to be made on her arrival here, which re- 
sulting fruitless,was repeated after she had finished un- 
loading. This second search,as reported at the time,re- 
sulted in the finding of the opium, which,after the usual 
proceedings, was very justly confiscated; but the ship, 
that is,the common carrier,was most unjustly fined and 
forced to pay the sum of $8,412.- because of the eicht 
boxes of opium furtively placed on board,without any 
knowledge of the owners and master, 


Now,this fine was imposed and collected by the Colon 


ial Government in obedience to paragraph 12 of article 


121 of the Cuban custom house regulations,which reads,

when translated into English,as follows :- 


. For each package of merchandise found on board 


"not comprehende@ in the manifest,the master will 


"tariff on the goods therein contained." But in 


contrast to this,the law of the United States of the 8th 
of February,188l1,would treat this case as follows:- 
rs An act to amend the law relative to the seizure 
"end forfeiture of vessels for the breach of the 
"revenue laws;- 
" That no vessel used by any person or corpora- 
"tion,as common carrier in the transaction of their 
“business as such common carrier,shall be subject 
"to seizure or forfeiture by force of the provisions 
"of Title 34 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
SStates,unless it shall appear that the owner or 
"master of such vessel,at the time of the alleged 
"illegal act was a consenting party or privy there- 
"to.-- 
Accordingly,a span&sh steamship under similar circumstan- 
ces in the United States,though the opium would have been 
confiscated there as here,would have been released from 
all penalty, because of it not having appeared that her 
owners and master were parties to the illegal act.Indeed, 
all the circumstances went to show that the attempt to 
smuggle was made by parties in New York,leagued with o- 
thers in Havana and the steward on board of the steamer. 


Yet the american owners who were entirely innocent had 


to suffer the loss of $8,412.- in Cuba.

The second case which I select for illustration,is 


that of the american steamship "CITY of WASHINGTON*®,ppon 
which a fine of $30,000. was imposed by the Collector of 
the port of Havana last August,because of a mistake com- 
mitted in her manifest at the counting -room of the own- 
ers in New York,and of which the custom house .6fficials 
of Havana were advised by telegraph forty eight hours be- 
fore the vessel even entered entered the jurisdictional 
waters of the Island of Cuba. This case was reported to 
the Department in my dispatch number 3226 and series,com- 
mencing the 15th of December,1890. 

As will be seen on revision of the correspondence, 
the agents here communicated information of the mistake 
to the Collector when the vessel must have been off the 
coast of Georgia,invoking,at the same time,the provisions 
of paragraphs 11 and 12 of article 26 of the cus toms reg- 
vlations of this island in favor of the vessel. This par- 
agraph 1l reads as follows:- 

7 If the owners,shippers or consignees should 

"notice that the certified manifest,of which the 

"master is the bearer,contains any error,they will 

"sive notice of 4t to the Collector of the port to 

"which the vessel ts bound,which officer will report 

"the fact immediately to the Intendancy General,with 

"remission of the documents received. "*- 

The next paragraph 12 reads as follows:- 

" The Intendancy General will admit or not the 

"correction solicited,provided the vessel has not 

"touched at any port of the Island at the date the 


“custom house shall havereceived and reported the 


errore - 
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But,notwithstanding all this’ care and precaution on 

the part of the owners in New York, and of the agent 
in Havana,and the fact that the vessel was still some 
five hundred miles beyond the jurisdictional waters of 
Cuba,still the petition was rejected under the discretion— 
al authority conferred by paragraph 12 on the Intendant 
General. But,in op; osition to this treatment,had the 
mistake occurred in the manifest of a spanish vessel 
bound to a port of the united States, then the spanish 
master would have been permitted to correct it under sec- 
tion 2887 of the Revised Statutes at the regulation cost 
of $2, or say,fifteen thousand times less than the amount 
wastes in Cuba to this american vessel. 

In this case there is also the assertion of an ex- 
tra- territorial authority on the part of Spain; because 
the mistake for which the vessel was fined,occurred with- 


in the jurisdiction of the United States,and not within 


that of Spain.- 


In the third case for illustration and contrast,I 
will cite the two fines,one of $200. imposed by the Mat- 
anzas Custom house,and another of $400. -imposed by that 
of Cardenas,on the american steamer "SENECA",last Septem- 
ber; the first was for the short delivery of a2 barrel of 
hardware,and the second for that of two plows, which,in 
both instances had been left behind in New York,as attest= 
ed by proofs. Now,the master of a spansih vessel would 
have settled both these cases in the United States by 


post entries under the same section 2887 of the Revised 


Statutes at a cost of $2. each. But the american master 


" 


is charged one hundred times more in the one, and two 
hundred times more in the other case,under the said para- 
graph 13, article 121 of the custom house regulations of 


Cuba. 


The fourth sample case is that of the american bark 
"EVANELL", rpported if my dispatch number 1213,of the 18 
of Novemher,1890,and series. This vessel was fined $500. 
by the custom house of Santiago de Cuba last October, be- 
cause of the master having had his manifest visa&ed by the 
local authorities of St.Pierre,Martinique,--there being 
no spanish consul there,-- and because he did not go to 
the port of Fort France,in the same Island,where it is 
alleged a spanish consul is stationed. This case,is 
founded upon the extra-territorial authority asserted by 
paragraph 1 of article 121 of the Cuban suctom house reg- 
ulations. In this instance it was exercised over an 
amerigan vessel within the jurisdiction of France. - 

This fine is founded upon articles 26,27 and 121 of the 
Cuban eustom house reguvulations,which when translated, read 
as follows.-- 

"Article 26. Every master of a vessel loaded or in 

"ballast,from a foreign portmwith cargo either in 

"transit for bond,or transhipment,or for immediate 

ES Ny Cheng be obliged,on arriving at a port 

"of the Island,tp present a Manifest comprehensive 

"of the cargo,packages: and bundles on board, sub- 

"scribed by him and visaed by the consul at the port 

"of his departupe,and should there be no consul at 

"such port,then by the local or administrative auth- 


"ority of the port of departure, 


"Article 27. The masters of vessels can only certify

"their manifests by the local or administrative 
"authority of the port of departure as provided for 
"by aricle 26, when the residence of the Consul is 
"more than thirty kilometers,if the distance is less 
"they are obliged to have them visaed by the near-

"Article 121 paragraph 1. For -not having the mani- 
"fest viaaed on entering the jurisdictional waters 
"or in the port,the master will pay five hundred 
"dollars,without prejudice to the application of 
"the fine in accordance with the follwing case un- 
"der article 26,*- 
It will be seen upon inspection of these articles 
26 and 27 of the custom house regulations of Cuba,as al- 
ready noted above,that they assert and exercise an extra- 
territorial right in all foreign countries over vessels 
bringing cargoes to the ports of the Island,by compelling 
the masters to present themselves before the spanish con- 
suls and local authorities in such foreign ports for the 
certification of their manifests. But in contrast to 
this rule of Spain,the United States neither pretend nor 
exercise the similar right beyond their own jurisdiction- 
al waters of exacting the presentation of the manifests 
of vessels bringing cargoes into the ports of the United 
States from foreign countries. Masters of foreign ves- 
sels bound to the United States are not compelled to go 
before the consuls of the ynited States in foreign ports 
for the certification of their manifests. 


Under sections, 2806, 2807, 2808, 2809, 2810, 2811, 2812, 


2813, 2814,and 2815 of the Revised Statutes,and articles 


146 and 147 of the customs regulations of the United 
States,vessels from foreign countries are not required 
to present their manifests to the customs officials till 
they arrive within four leagues of the coast,or within 


the limits of a collection district, 


As the fifth sample case,I now cite that of the 44 
fines on american vessels in this port,amounting to -- 
$5165.13, reported in my dispatch number 1014 of August 
6th,1889,and imposed,-- but not yet collected,-- because 
of the remonstrance from this office. Now had these 
cases occurred to spanish vessels in the United States, 


they would have been settled by post entries under sec- 


tion 2887 of the Revised Statutes,at $2. each or a total 
cost of $88.,as attested by the enclosed list of the 38 
similar cases occurred to spanish vessels in the port of 


New York. 


Upon reviewing these sever®l cases,it will be seen 


that if there is to be an equel treatment for the vessels 


of the two nations in the ports of each other, then, the 


United States must either assimilate their eustomhousé 
regulations to those of Cuba at these,as it were,clashing 
or obstructive points,or else Spain must assimilate those ~ 
of Cuba at the same point of contact to those of the 
United States. 

As mmmerce between nations thrives and contributes 
the more to their happiness the less it is hampered,it 

that 
would seem‘the better way to avoid these yonflicts would 
A 


be for Spain to modify and adjust these Cuban regulations 


to those of the United States. At this point I beg to

call attention to the dispatch number 13 @ddressed by our 
minister to Spain, then,Mr.Belmont,dated April,10,1889, to 
the Secretary of State in weply to the Department's in- 
struction number 27 of February 20,of the same year,di- 
recting him to submit certain propositions for incorpora- 


tion in the existing Modus vivendi for the prevention of 


the vexatious treatment given to: american vessels by the 
customs officials of this Island. It will be seen there- 
in that Mr.Belmont reported that the minister of State 
informed him after consultation with his colleague the 
minister of the qolonies,that the Spanish Government 
could not then accede to the proposed addition to the 
modus vivendi on the ground that it involved an entire 
chamge in the methods of custom house administration in 
Cuba,which the government of Spain was not at that time 
prepared to undertake. But from my stanpoint it would 
not seem difficult to find a way to adjust these points 


of variance if there were a wll thereto. 


(1.) By inserting in the custom house regulations

of Cubathe right of post entry and addition to manifests

in the same sense and extent allowed by the aforesaid 


section 2887 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
then,such cases as those of the "SENECA" herein mentioned 
would be avoided by all vessels arriving in the ports of 
Cuba, and they —— be put thereby on an equality with 
the thirty situa cases of spanish vessels in New York, 
the list of whose names and dates of occurrence is here~= 
with attached. At this point I would remark that former- 


ly sailing vessels were allowed twelve working hours or

twenty four running hovrs after arrival for the masters 
to correct their ere er the case of steamers, 
this was allowed to be done by the consignees after they 
had left port. These franchises were stopped by the Cus- 


toms regulations of 1881. 


(2.) And by assimilating paragraph 13 of article 121 
of customs regulations of Cuba to the Act of Con@ress of 
the 8th of February 1881l,innocent owners and masters 
would be released from the responsibility of the criminal 
acts of others, as in the case of the "CIENFUEGOS" above 


cited. 


(3.) Again,by re-adoptingsthe regulation formerly in 
vogue here of only requiring the masters of vessels to 
present their manifests on reaching the jurisdictional 
waters of Cuba,as is required in the same case in the 
United States, with the right of post entry as allowed 
by section 2887 of the Revised Statutes,such cases as 
those of the "CITY of WASHINGTON",and "EVANELL" would be 


avoided. 


The changes herewith recommended towards the adop- 
tion of a rule that will work,reciprocally,both ways,can 
be easier done on the part of the Government of Spain 
than on the part of the Government of the United States. 
For in the first place the minister of the Colonies of 
Spain has ample authority thereto,while in the United 
States,it would require the joint approval of Congress 
and the Executive.

Although the above news is not of an official 
character,and might even be put in doubt, because coming

Above all,we mist observe that the news has even 

reached Madrid,by cable,as was communicated to us yese 
terday in a deepateh, pebLashes in our edition of rs 
evening,saying that the President of the United States 
is about to abrogate the commereial treaty with our 
country for its two West Indian sugar islands; and ale 
though the cause of the attitude said to be assumed ao a 
Cleveland is not indicated,still the news agrees substan- 


tially with that which was communicated to us by telegraph

from New York. Let us admit,therefore,of the possibility 
of the commercial treaty with the United States being 
about to cease in its effeets; but let us examine, though 
lightly,into the determinating cause of this act.

THE RECIPROCITY AGREEMENT. 


GREAT ALARMe 


The news that the President of the United States 
proposes to abrogate the reciprocity agreement with the 
Spanish West Inflies,has caused alarm here. It would not 
surprise us if it beeught on a real panic. 

The President can revoke the agreement by proclama- 
tion; and once derogated,cuban sugars would pay the ime 
port duties established in the Mae Kinley bill and oe 
those colleeted before. 

We would pass,at one blow,from a satisfactory order 
of things to one unendurable to the planters. The doors 
of the american sugar market would be instantly closed 
to the sugars of this colony. 

That is er the President pox revokes the agreement. 

If what is proposed is but a part of a general 
tariff reforms- with the abolition of all the reciprocity 
treaties = and this is what the democratic party promised — 
things then change somewhat in aspeet.

THE TREATY WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


The telegraphic news reeeived yesterday,relating to 
the inclination of the President of the United States,to 
denounce the commercial treaty negotiated with that 
country for the Spahish West Indian sugar islande, has 
caused some stir in our commercial circles. 

We took occasion to remark at the time the treaty 
was being concerted,thet as soon as a change of govern- 
ment eame ebout in the United stéates,the americans would 
annul the treaty,because of the probability,then, of the 
Gemoeratic party gaining the eletions,and because of it 
pursuing a policy and sustainins principles diametrically 
opposed to those of the republican party,to which the 
initiators of the treaty belonged. 

Ve are not therefore surprised at the purpose ani- 
mating the government of the United States,a@nd neither do 
we regret it in the least,but to the contrary,we rather 
believe,and so argued to th? point of satiety,that the 
ebolishment of the treaty,instedd@ of injuring us would 
favor use Our eustom house revenucs would greatly ine 
erease thereby. We would not have to pay any higher few 
american provisions on that account,sime the American 
Produce Trusts have not lowered their prices,as ought to 


have bean done as a natural consequence of the treaty; 


and with respect to sugars and tobaceo,é@he farst have 


more than sufficient markets, above all, under the present 
eircumstances,and the seeond has secured no benefit at 
all from the reciprocity agreement. 

Therefore, the tobaceo as well as the sugar of Cuba 
should be sent to the markets of Europe,especially to 
those of Spain,and there will hever be a better oceasion 
than the present one for realizing this,which should be 
the beau ideal of our Spanish West Indian poliey - 


The sugar production of the world has diminished 


nearly five per cent this year and its consumpiiaon is calle 


culated to have increased ten per cent,frvom which the real 


deficit may be estimated at fifteen per cent,nearly 
equal to the Cuban crop. 

Cuban tobacco is alone in the markets of the world, 
its supremacy above others being therefore indubitable. 

Dees our Government not believe,under these condi- 
tions,the treaty with the United States once annulled, 
that the moment arrives for the shipment of our products 
to Spein and of the favoring of their sale by the Governe 
ment? 

We are not anxious about the treaty; but what we are 
anxious about is the indifferenee of our Government, 


in the face of an affair upon which depends the future 


of the Iéland and perhaps that of the Nation.

THE RECIPROCITY ARRANGEMENT. 


The telegraphic advise informing us that President | 
Cleveland proposes to denounce the reeiprocity arrange=- 
ment through which the commereial relations of the United 
etates have been some time adjusting themselves to this 
Island, aecompanied with customs diffieulties and compli- 
eations that our Govermment ought to have stopped, has 
awakened no few perplexities in those persons exempt of 
that blissful state of grroganee in which some others 
live. 

It behooves us,therefore,to ask the question: Under 
what conditions can this denunciation be made? Here are 
the terms of the problem 3} 

In the note of the 8th of June of 1891,formally ini- 
tiating the negotiations of the arrangement on our part, 
the Minister of Spain,Mr.Suarez Guanes,after making the 
tenders of our Government, expressed himself to the seeree 
tary of State of the United States,Mr.Blaine,as follows :

And in his reply of the 16th of June relative also 
to the definitive arrangement,the Secretaryof state, 


Mr.Blaine,aecepted it in these explicit terms 3:

“eas it shall not be modified by the mutual agreement 
*of the Rxecutive Power of the two eountries,always

Therefore,a superficial examination of these clauses 
suffices to show that the geveral versions about this 
matter are mistaken. Mr.Cleveland eannot alone revoke 
the eonvention,and it will continue im foree till by 
mutual agreement both parties deeide to modify it,or till 
the legislative powers of eaeh country,the Congressof 
the Umited ctates,the ceenate and Howse of peopresentatives, 
not now in session; or the Cortes of Spain,Senate and 


Congress,make use of their respeetive right to modify or

In other terms,beyond the attributions corresponding 
to the legislative powers of the two countries which were 
expressly reserved,neither the Amerie&@n nor Spanish 
Exeeutive ean do more than propose to each other rese 
peetively an agreement modifieative of the Ronny one 

Those persons who have taken pains to study the subs 


jeet will not have forgotten that one of the principal 


objeetions to the convention was the one based on its 


uncertainty of duration, They believed from this fact,

that it involved all the ineonvenienees without the 


greater advantages of the treaties of commeree,the same 
as summed up by P.Cauwes in his admirable text ; 
"Stability is the supreme necessity of industry, 
"above all in international eommeree; it is there- 
"fore a necessity of all manufaeturers employed in 
"the supplyine of foreign markets that they be not 


"hempered in their operations by sudden changes in 


"Lu. tariff legislation". 


This argument is applicable to all analogous ine 


terests. But the arrangement did not respond to this ne- 


cessity. Far from it,its instability beeame the natural 


consequence of it not having a fixed term of duration; 


therefore,its suspension can be deelared at any time 
 @ither by the mutual agreement of the respeetive Exe= 
cutives,or separately by resolution of either Parliament 
in the exereise of its sovereign attributions. Nor was 
anything else possible; for the authorization granted 
by Congress to the President was not sufficient for he 
to negotiate alone what might be properly ealled a ecom- 
mereial treaty,and it would have been every way ehimeriea) 
to have counted on the Senate and House to have done what 
they have never done $: that is,agree the one with the 
other on anycommercial treaty submitted to them The 
President, therefore, limited the negotiations to the terms 
of the speeial and exe optional authorization granted him 
under the famous Aldrich amendment of the 3rd Seetion 


of the Mace Kinley bill.

States, the President could not in the reeiprocity con= 
vention with Spain,nor in those with other nations, do 
otherwise than accept the eoncessions made to him,and 
engage himself not to make use of the authority invested 
in him by Congress,so long as the concessions lasted; 
reserving to Congress,the freedom of aetion of whieh it 
did not and could not relinquish in the said Aldrich 
amendment. This was the reason why a fixed term of durae- 
tion was not given to the arrangement; besause the 
President could net take upon himself the obligation in 
the absence of the approval of Congress,nor eould Spain 
do it either,the authority on her side being reserved 
to the Cortes.

rive to reimpose the duties on sugar in order to abolish

the United States,in exehange for the free importation 
of sugar from foreign eountries. But meanwhile, what

adventages of the enormous increase of exports whieh the 
United States have obtained with Cuba in one yeare 

But what can,however,be conceived is that he may 
propose modifications tending to put a full stop to the 


absurd interpretations and to the tracasseries to whieh 


the trade of the United estates is subjeeted here and 

that if satisfaction is not given him that he may adopt 
some severe measure of reprisal like that of his famous 
proclamataen of 1887 (1886) that suddenly suspended the 
agreement of 1883 with the reimposition of the additional | 
ten per eent discriminating duty on the products of this 
Island, while our impenitent bureauerats passed their 


time with byzantine phlem in discussing as to whether 


the agreement applied or not to the products and proee=- 


deneias,or only to the products proeeeding from the 


United States. The solution given by Mr.Cleveland with 
sush quiek Yankee rudeness,to that famous and not suf- 


facascnéily appreciated controversy,was sufficient to bring 


about a renewal of the agreement within a few days withe 
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out further doubts about its true interpretation. This 


presedent should not be forgotten by those who amuse 


themselves with building eastles in the air. 

We do not understand that the question has yet 
taken a definite shape; but it can again become a most 
important one to the interests of this Island. In such 
state,it behooves the inhabitants of Cuba to await the

THE RECIPROCITY AGREEMENT. 

The cable again announces that President Cleveland 
is about to revoke the reeiprocity agreement which regue- 
lates the commereial relations of this Island to the 
United states. And we have again to observe,on our part, 
that in accordance with the understanding between the go- 
vernments of Spain and of the Great Republic,the Presi- 
dent cannot,alone,as clearly shown from the notes quoted 
in our previous article,revoke the agreement,which must, 
therefore,continue in force so long as both Executives do 
not mutually decide otherwise,or that the Legislative 
Power of either of the two nations,does noi repeal it by 
the exereise of a sovereign right,in aecordance with the 
reservations expressed by each on declining to assign any 
fixed term for the duration of the agreement. 

But the President of the United States,as we alse 
took care to advert,can by himself,in the same manner as 
other Bxecutives,in analogous cases,protest against the 
direct and indireet violations of the agreement,and in 
case of not obtaining ample reparation,he e#n,also, adopt 
such measures as he may believe best for the interests of

On pointing out this contingency,in our article 


above alluded. to,we reminded our readers that under 


similar cireumstances in 1885,Mr.Cleveland, President then ,

as now,of the neighboring Republic,gave us a’ sample of 
his mettle,as well as of his very einen manner of eute 
ting diplomatic knots,by his proclamation suspending, 
much to the confusion of our bureaucrats then complacent- 
ly engaged in weaving puerile interpretations, the reei- 
procity agreement of 1884,and restoring the ten per cent 
retaliatory duties on the products of Cuba and Porto 
Rico when earried to the United «tates in spanish ves- 
sels. This measure of President Cleveland produced the 
best possible effeet for his country,for from the @}@mors 
that went up from our Corporations and other eentres of 
Cuban opinion,to whick our party prudently lent its sup- 
port,as explained at the time,in favor of the prestige 
of our gsovernment,when,in a sudden emergency,it had to 
give the fullest satisfaction to the United states, 
through the negotiation of another agreement,of indefi- 
nite term,in which it yieided the issue raised as to 
whether the products of other countries coming to Cuba 
from the United States in American vessels were to pay 
no more duties than when the same produets were brought 


from the United states in Spanish vessels,the question 


having been finally settled in accordance with the intere 
pretation of the Government of the United States- We 
believed and believe it well to bring this event to 

mind to the end that new eonfliets may be avoided, 


and that we may not have again to pass under the caudine forks; :

Our manner of appreciating the possible attitude of 


the present Administration of the United States must be 


correct,for the leading newspapers of New York take the 


same view of the question: THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE, THE 
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EVENING POST and its weekly edition THE NATION ete. 
As samples,we quote from THE TRIBUNE and THE NATION, 
these two journals being respectively the best represen- 
tatives of protection and free trade opinions,the one an 
opponent and the other a supporter of Mr.Cleveland‘s 
Administration. 

The article of THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE coincides per- 
feetly,as our readers are going to see,with the one we 
published some days ago in THE PAIS. It says? 

"The rumors from Washington relative t@ the pur~ 

"pose of the Government to put an end to the trea- 

"ties of reciprocity with Brazil and Spain,are evi- 

"dently premature. The agreements are based on the 

"tariff law of 1890,and until Congress decides to re-

"tic acts of the first term of the President. A ; 


"demonstration of the same character will likely be

"ditions agreed upon. But this a very different 
"thing from that of abrogating a treaty based on 
"the laws of Congress. 

"The fenetien of revising and venice 
"belongs, undoubtedly,to Congress. [t is nat one of 
"the prerogatives of the Executive. Congress has 
"prescribed the condition for the free entrance of 
"“suger,molasses,coffee and hides. The President by 
"virtue of the Aldrich amendment was authorized to 
"deeide if the conditions of our foreign trade were 
"reciprocally just and equal; but he cannot at his 
"pleasure restore the duties on sugar and coffee 
"but in accordance with the lim&s preseribed by Con- 
"gress. With respect to Cuba an emphatic protest 
"against the imposition of duties not authorized 
"by the repertory of articles comprised in the sce- 
"dules of the commereial arrangement,will be suf- 
"“fisient to remove all grounds of somplaint. The 
"President would assume a serious responsibility 
"if he ventured to revoke a treaty which ostensibly 
"secures for the exports of the United States to the 
"Spanish west Indies an equal and reeiprocal treat- 


"ment,in accordance with the resolution of Congress? 


Also, THE NATION,a free trade journal devoted to Mr. 


Cleveland,and notable for its campaign against the Mae 
Kinley bill and the reciprocity policy of Mr. Blaine, which 
proves it is to be above suspicion,spoke in its issue 

of the 27th of April in the following terms,the serious- 


ness of which we eannot too much enhance:

"We are glad to know that the Department of 
"State has started an investigation in regard to the 
"workin: of the several reciprocity agreements, and 
"feel assured that Secretary Gresham has already 
"found cut that in reciprocity there is much that is 
"not reeiprocal. For some time past the merehants 
"doing business with Cuba and Porto Rico have known 
"that the new tariff legislation of those islands 
"was shaped with the deliberate intention of defeating 
"“eertain advantages that the american exporters 
"believed themselves entitled to under the treaty. 
"This was done by the very simple means of imposing 
"enormous duties on certain articles,so that in 


"practice they continued to be prohibitive,and the 


“spanish monopoly remained intact,notwithstanding 
"the reduction of 25 and 50 per cent granted to 


"american products under the agreement with Spain.* 


This last fact of which we have repeatedly treated 
of in proper season,showing that such proeeeding is in 
reality a vulgar artifice intended to render illusory 
many of the advantages our neighbors had thought they had 


obtained, was, indeed,a most imprudent undertaking, because 


caleulated to move Mr.@leveland to the exeeution of another! 
diplomatic feat like the one which gained him so much 


celebrity in 1886. Should this take place again it will 


not be beeause we have been wanting either in forwarnings 


or advise. The commeret at Sepseenne® of Cuba én the 
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66 
national commercial agreements,should be well studied 
beforehand; they should be meditated on seriously and 
dispassionately by their negotiators,in order to not enter 
into obligations prejudicial to the moral and material 
interests of the Nation they represent. But when an ins- 
trument of the kind is once signed by the pienipotene- 
tiaries,the most slementary foresight and self respect, 
Gietate the siding with one of these two solutions? 
either reseind the agreement or resolutely comply with 
it. In this order of things more than in all others, 
nothing is more true than the celebrated maxim of George 
Washington (Benjamin Franklin):HONESTY IS THE BEST POLICY, 

The worst of the worst,however,is to incur in the 
fault,which in our language is designated by a graphic 
phrase now made almost too vulgar,since taken by Don 


Juan Valera,as the title of one of his most artistie

ALARM. 


In the present economic comition of this Island, any 
change proposed in our commercial system,is the eause of 
deep alarm; and hence the anxiety awakeng@a@ here, every 
time that news arrives of the purpose of President Cleve- 
land to revoke the eommereial agreement now existing be- 
tween the United States and Spain,and enfore@jion us by 


the change effeeted under the Mae Kinley bill in the eom- 


mereial poliey of that seountry. 

We have on previous oceasions tried to tranquilize 
the fears of the many persons who,whenever the news ar- 
rives,anxiously ask the question: will the treaty with 
the United States be revoked? 

We heve endesvored to impart to them the conviction 
thet we ourselves entertain upon the subjeet; that is, 
that as the repeal must be enacted by the legislative 
power of either the one or of the other country,or be 
terminated by the mutual consent of both executive powers? 
the agreement will not therefore end by a separate act 


of either one of the two exeeutives; but if is so much 


insisted on that the Ameriean government is resolved on 


revoking the sgreement,and at the same time the action 


of our Government is so mueh mistrusted,that the alarm, 


in consequence,;still continues Without abatement.

Indeed, there are 00d reasons to doubt of the inten- 
tions of our Government,for it is well know that it was 
foreed to enter into the agreement,with great sacrifice 
of the peninsular commercial interests,in order to save 
this Island from the eeonomic crisis broucht on us by the 
Mae Kinley bill,and to stave off the overwhelming catas- 
trophe whieh otherwise would have overtaken us. 

The same feeline of reluctance with which our Go- 
vernment yielded to the aceeptanee of the treaty,now dis- 
poses it to look upon the results as such as not eonsti- 
tuting a stable eeonomiec situation, but rather as producing 
a precarious ons,that ought to be turned in favor of the 
agricultural and mamfactured products of the mother- 
country. 

In truth,as diseernible from the published telegrams, | 
the news from the United States regarding the cessation 
of the agreement,is reeeived in Spain with a feeling 
directly opposite to the one aroused here,- being re- 
eeived there with joy,while here it produces alarm, and 
meantime the representatives sent from the mother~-country 
to the eolony, continue, systematieally,to interpret the 
agreement,in the manner most disposed to irritate and 
induce our neighbors to annul it,rather than engage them 
to its prolongation by a just interpretation.

CENTRAL SECTION OF THE TREASURY. 


In the investigation instituted beeause of the re- 
presentation of the Board of Sugar Planters and Agriecul- 
turists eomplaining of the inconvenienees resulting from 
the present manner of earrying out the Regulation of the 
2 Deeember for the ecolleetion cf the impost on sugar. 
HeEethe Governor General,after hearing the opinion of the 
Central Seetion of the Treasury and inspired by the de- 
sire to harmonize as far as possible the interests of the 
State with those of the tax payers,has been pleased to 
dietate the following rules which are to govern from the 
present date,with reservation of their approval by the 
Government of HeM. (w.G.ge) 

Rule 1. Given the rates of exaetion fixed in artiele 
5S of the Regulation of the 2 of Deeember last,and in eon- 
formity with the correet meaning of said artiele,it is to 
be understood that the impost has only to be paid onee, 
and that sugars that have already paid five eents as raw 
or refining,will again pay on being refined another five 
ceuts thereby completing the rate fixed on refined 
sugars,and those that had before paid the ten eente for 
each 100 kilograms will not pay again. 

Seeond. In an analogous manner as ordered with res- 


- peet to the owners of ware houses in article 7 of the

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aforesaid Regulation,the.owners or managers of sugar ree 
fineries will not permit the delivery of the artiele 
without the previous exhibition of the doeuments proving 
the payment of the impost. 

Third. The owners and managers of refineries and of 
plantations or stores,will send a statement of every lot 
of sugar leaving the factory or establishment, whieh 
statement will be extended in aeeordance with form Noel 
herewith accompanying. 

Fourth. In their turn the owners will furnish their 
buyers with a partial statement aecording te form Noe2, 
and the latter,in the sueeesive sales made,will also 
issue another partial statement aecording to form No.3. 

Fifth. Zach of these statements will be authorized 
by the seal and signature of the owner or manager of the 
store,plantation, refinery or seller. 

Sixthe For the earrying out of the purposes of the 
said Regulation for the colleetion of this tax, the 
average weight of eaeh bag is fixed at 150 kilograms. 

| eeventhe In ease of the suspicion of frauds the res— 
peetive Colleetors of revenues will proeeed in accordance 


with the provisions of the Regulation already several 


times eited,but they will in no manner obstruct the 


traffie of the sugar if the possessor shows a statement 
authorised in the form provided for under these rules and 
there not existing suspicions of fraud sufficiently jus- 
; tified. 
Bighth. Neither will the Collectors of revenues 
prevent the traffie of sugars from port to port of this 


Island,but will exaet the presentation of the statements 


or invoiees of lading. 

Ninth. Every posseseor or earrier of sugar who ean 
not exhibit the corresponding statement or’ involiee of 
lading,will be responsible for the payment of the duties, 
without prejudice to the penalties ineurred by the owner 
of the store,plantation or refinery,delivering the sugar. 

Tenth. Those who sign false statements will also 


ineur the penalties of artiele 7,without prejudiee to 


their subjeetion to the corresponding criminal proeesed- 


ings.
